A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HONOURABLE  THE  MINISTER  OF  EDUCATION. 


It  is  my  privilege  to  extend  to  you,,  the  future  teachers  of  our 
schools,  a  welcome  to  the  teaching  profession  in  this  Province.     All  young 
persons  entering  adulthood  and  assuming  the  responsibilities  of  self-support 
have  hope  of  success  in  their  chosen  field. 

You  have  chosen  teaching  as  your  career  and  in  doing  so  have 
selected  one  of  the  most  potentially  happy  professions.      Teaching  can  be 
an  adventurous,  absorbing  and  st imulat ingly  challenging  experience.  It 
stands  near  the  top  of  all  human  endeavour  in  the  light  of  humanitarian 
values..      In  addition,  teaching  of f er s - unl imited  advantages  and  opportunities 
for  self-realization.      Like  no  other  profession  it  can  provide  a  continuous 
development  for  the  person  who  is  capable  ot  making  the  most  of  his  opportun- 
ities.     If  ever  there  was  a  field  of  activity  which  should  demand  that  its 
workers  be  of  keen  intelligence,  full  of  great  capacities  for  leadership, 
enthusiasm  for  living,  and  abundant  physical  vitality,  it  is  teaching. 
Teaching,  which  offers  opportunities  and  scope  beyond  that  of  almost  any 
other  profession  or  job,  which  is  entrusted  with  the  growth  and  development 
of  the  young  who  are  our  future  citizens,  should  be  stocked  with  the  finest 
personalities  of  our  nation.        I  know  of  no  other  job  which  lends  itself  to 
as  many  varied  kinds  of  activity  as  does  teaching.        It  will  call  forth 
every  hidden  bit  of  talent  you  may  have,  every  bit  of  knowledge  you  may  have 
attained,  and  always  leave  you  with  a  thirst  for  more  experience,  more 
learning . 

Above  all  else  you  must'  love  children  and  be  happy  with  them. 
You  must  see  the  promise  of  the  future  in  every  boy  and  girl  and  be  able  to 
guide  them  to  maturity  so  that  when  they  are  grown  up  they  will  have  habits 
of  wholesome  living  and  a  vision  of  high  ideals .        You  will  want  them  to 
appreciate  and  love  life  in  all  its  phases,  and  you  will  want  them  to  be 
proficient  both  in  the  arts  and  skills  of  living  and  of  making  a  living.

TO  THE  CLASS  OF  1950-51 : 

Our  year  together  has  passed  all  too  quickly.        You  are  fully 
aware  of  the  fact  that  during  these  few  "short"  months  you  have  had  too 
many  problems  to  solve,  too  many  "source  materials"  to  explore,  too  many 
skills  to  develop,  too  many  things  to  do,  too  many  adjustments  to  make, 
arid  therefore  too  little  time  to  complete  as  fully  as  each  of  us  could 
wish  the  transition  from  class  membership  to  teacher-leadership „  Appar- 
ently, you  realized  early  in  the  term  that  the  crowded  nature  of  the 
training  programme  was  unavoidable,  for  you  have  entered  whole-heartedly 
into  the  work  and  have  demonstrated  throughout  the  year  that  you  possess 
the  essential  ingredients  of  a  sound  philosophy  and  almost  unlimited 
capacity  for  adjustment „ 

Next  September,  each  of  you  may  be  guiding  the  learning  activities 
of  a  group  of  young  Canadians,  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.      You  will  be  pre- 
paring your  pupils  for  life  in  a  democratic  society  which  has  changed  in 
many  important  respects  during  the  past  half -century „        Life  in  the  period 
immediately  preceding  our  modern  era  demanded  of  youth  individual  initiative, 
special  skills,  and  craftsmanship  of  a  very  high  order.       In  marked  contrast 
with  the  demands  of  that  age,  our  modern  industrialized  society  with  its  mass 
production  and  assembly-line  techniques  has  lowered  the  emphasis  on  skilled 
workmanship  and  individual  initiative „        These  changes  have  deprived  many 
workers  of  the  joy  of  craftsmanship,  the  satisfaction  derived  from  personal 
achievement,  and  the  need  for  the  exercise  of  ingenuity  and  maximum  effort. 

It  has  been  said  that  any  healthy  and  progressive  society  requires 
both  individual  and  group  initiative,  but  because  initiative  without  proper 
perspective,  without  sound  judgment,  and  without  intelligent  self -control-- 
emotional,  intellectual ,  and  physical--is  dangerous,  the  need  for  the  devel- 
opment of  these  characteristics  in  our  youth  is  at  once  apparent.        You,  as 
teachers,  hold  one  of  the  keys  to  this  situation,  for  you  have  the  opportunity 
to  foster  the  development  of  all  these  qualities  in  the  children  entrusted  to 
you  for  guidance. 

Your  ability  to  meet  this  challenge  will  be  influenced  by  the 
quality  of  your  reactions  to  vicarious  experiences;     your  preparation  for  the 
new  experiences  that  lie  ahead;     and  your  attitude  of  mind  as  you  meet  each 

new  adventure. 

During  the  months  you  have  been  at  this  School,  you  have  displayed 
unmistakable  evidence  of  real  growth  in  all  these  respects.      For  those  who 
realize  that  this  type  of  growth  may  be  fostered  throughout  life,  we  envisage 
unqualified  success  and  the  deep  satisfaction  that  accompanies  genuine

The  chief  activity  of  the  Fall  Drama  programme  was  the  production 
of  children's  plays  by  each  division.      While  this  programme  was  carried  on, 
students  were  also  initiated  into  the  practical  work  of  sorting3  washing  and 
ironing  of  school  costumes.     An  extensive  survey  of  school  talent  and  poten- 
tialities was  made  and  catalogued  for  the  benefit  of  the  directors. 

Again,  as  illustrative  of  classroom  drama,  two  radio  plays  were 
"broadcast"  in  the  auditorium.      These  were  "What  the  Good  Man  Does  is  Right" 
and  "Uncle  Silas" »      The  cast  of  the  latter  sacrificed  the  suspense  of  their 
mystery  for  the  benefit  of  education  when  they  permitted  the  audience  to  see 
behind  the  curtain  while  the  production  was  under  way. 

After  Christmas,  the  Society  staged  two  productions.     Tne  first  of 
these,   "The  Mad  Breakfast",  was  an  adult  comedy  depicting  boarding  house  life 
The  major  production  of  the  ;year,   "Nix  Nought  Nothing"  illustrated  the  possi- 
bilities of  combining  music  and  drama.     The  music  for  this  production  was 

written  by  Mr 0  Gaddes . 

The  "debating"  phase  of  the  Society  began  in  the  Fall  with  a  panel 
discussion  on  a  current  question,  the  advisability  of  a  written  constitution 
for  Victoria  Normal  School 0       The  first  debate  of  tne  year  was  on  "Resolved 
that  Sex  Education  be  Taught  in  BoC.  schools" 0      The  decision  of  the  judges 
was  in  favour  of  the  affirmative.      Later,  a  more  hilarious  and  provocative 
debate  was  held  on  the  resolution,   "The  Married  Woman's  Place  is  in  the  Home", 
The  male  debaters,  at  the  mercy  of  a  female  chairman  and  female  judges,  added 
to  the  humour  of  the  debate .       Despite  this  situation,  the  judges  brought  in 
a  decision  in  favour  of  the  affirmative  which  was  seconded  by  the  support  of 
the  audience 0 


During  the  second  term,  the  Society  staged  a  farce  -  "Old  Moore's 
Almanac",  directed  by  Bob  Peters.       As  we  go  to  press,  another  radio  play 
"She  Stoops  to  Conquer"  is  under  preparation  and  the  cast  is  working  hard 
on  two  contributions  to  our  annual  Spring  Concert,   "Elfin  Hill"   (a  musical), 
and  "Lark  Betrothal",  both  directed  by  Miss  Baker.

Playing  host  to  such  an  occasion  involved  a  lot  of  work  which  was 
handled  by  a  large  conference  committee  of  volunteers  subdivided  as  follows:

This  committee  prepared  detailed  briefs  con- 
taining facts  on  the  topics  to  be  discussed  (as  did  each  attending  delegate)  and 
the  delegates  represented  the  Normal  School  in  the  actual  conference.

This  Committee  arranged  for  the  billeting  and  entertainment  of  delegates  while  in 
Victoria,, 

Reporting  Committee:  Fred  Francis   (Chairman),  Carroll  Goetz,  Marion 
Hill,  Ken  Travis,  Sylvia  Welsh,      This  committee  published  the  report  of  the 
conference  after  it  was  finished  „. 

The  topics  discussed  during  the  seven  sessions  in  the  Normal  School  Aud- 
itorium were:     1 o  Entrance  requirements,  Courses  of  Study  and  Practice-teaching 
courses  of  the  Teacher-Training  institutions;     2,  A  reconsideration  of  the 
Constitutioni     3,  Affiliation  of  the  Normal  Schools  with  the  Universities; 
4.  The  Public  Relations  of  the  Teacher   (outside  the  school)  in  the  Community . 

The  conference  passed  31  resolutions  including  the  following  samples: 
#6.  IT  WAS  RESOLVED  THAT  the  confe  rence  go  on  record  as  favouring  a  common  pro- 
gramme of  teacher-training  for  the  four  western  provinces,  the  resulting  certi- 
ficates to  be  issued  with  a  view  to  ultimate  adoption  in  the  rest  of  Canada. 
#20„  THAT  this  conference  go  on  record  as  being  in  favour  of  affiliation  between 
Normal  Schools  and  Universities.      #30o  THAT  more  emphasis   should  be  placed  on 
the  necessity  of  personal  visits  by  the  teacher  to  the  homes  of  his  pupils . 

The  conference  ended  its  four  days  packed  full  of  meetings,  luncheons, 
a  dinner  at  the  Oak  Bay  Beach  Hotel,  visits  to  the  Dockyards,  Observatory, 
Provincial  Museum,  the  new  S„J.  Willis  High  School,  with  one  of  those  unique 
Normal  School  Friday  night  parties  in  the  Auditorium,  on  Thursday  evening. 

The  procedure  and  conclusions  of  this  conference  to  which  we  were  host 
this  year  were  not  world-shaking,  but  they  did  show  a  gentle,  natural  progress  and 
improvement  over  any  of  the  past.     As  Mr  „  English  said  in  his  opening  address, 
entitled  "Some  Changing  Objectives  in  Education",     "In  concluding  my  remarks  I 
wish  to  state  that  our  chief  hope  for  improvement  in  our  democracy  and,  therefore, 
for  its  continued  existence,  rests  upon  you  and  your  colleagues,  the  teachers 
(and  parents)  of  our  children.     At  your  Conference,   base  your  decisions  upon 
incontest ible  facts,  not  upon  hearsay  or  opinions.     Make  haste  slowly,  realizing 
that  the  term  change  is  not  always  synonymous  with  progress."
